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MAYOR & COUNCIL MEMBERS CONTEND STATE CODE IS CLEAR ON QUESTION AND STAND FIRM 


New Brockton questions county on road maintenance responsibility

New Brockton’s Town Council 
meeting lasted less than one hour, 
but a lot of business was transacted. 

The longest discussion took place 
during the review of monthly bills to 
be approved for payment. 

Included in the listing was 
$166.26 as payment on the town’s 
share of the cost of resurfacing Co. 
Rd, 533 (Tyler Street). The total 
amount is $15,961.63 and that has 
been divided into 96 monthly pay- 
ments of $166.26 each. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley and the 
town council has contended all along 
that it was the county’s responsibili- 
ty to maintain the road, Co. Rd. 533, 
even though it was in the town limits 
of New Brockton. 

In 1994, the road had gotten so 
bad (pot holes, etc.) that Mayor Hol- 
ley, along with Councilman Jack 
Caradine met with members of the 
Coffee County Commission in an at- 
tempt to get something done. The 
meeting was held on April 1, 1994 in 
the mayor’s office. 

According to Holley, the problem 
with Co. Rd. 533, and its unsafe con- 
dition, was discussed at length with 
then Commission Chairman Law- 
rence Creel and Commissioner Rob- 


ert Stephens. Also in that meeting‘ 


was the town’s attorney, Joe E. Saw- 


r. } 

On June 29, a letter was sent to 
then county engineer Mark Poole, 
noting what was discussed and de- 
cided in the above mentioned meet- 
ing 

eThe letter included an Attorney 
General’s opinion #93-00298 con- 
ceming a similar road maintenance 
question which stated: “The county 
has the authority and responsibility 
for maintaining county roads and 
bridges that lie within the corporate 
limits of the Town of Berry unless 
the procedures set out in Code of Al- 
abama 1975, Section 11-49-80 and - 
&1 is followed.” 

The sections of the Code men- 
tioned above, states in simple terms, 
that this does not apply, provitling 
the county and town enter into a mu- 
tual agreement stating that the town

will maintain county roads which 
run with in its corporate limits. 

According to Holley, no record 
can be found by either town or 
county officials which states that any 
such resolution or agreement has 
been entered into. 

In the June letter, Holley further 
Stated what agreement(s) was 
reached in the April 1st meeting. It 
was as follows: 

1.) The Town of New Brockton 
will work with the Coffee County 
Engineer to temporarily strip- 
patch Tyler Street [Co. Rd. 533]. 


, 
2.) If Coffee County receives fed- 
eral funding for FY 95, the Coffee 
County Commission will set aside 
$68,000 of federal funds received 
to help the Town of New Brockton 
resurface Tyler Street during the 
Summer of 1995. The cost to the 
town would be $17,000. 

3.) The fact the Coffee County 
Commission and/or the Coffee 
County Engineer's office has yet 
to produce the Town of New 
Brockton evidence that the proce- 
dure set out in 
I 1 11-4 - 

1 ith: and 
the fact Attorney General Opinion 
#93-00298, as referenced above, 
is presently being tested in pend- 
ing litigation, and based on the 
outcome of said litigation, if in 
fact, the sole responsibility of 
maintaining Tyler Street is that of 
Coffee County, then, at that time, 
the Coffee County Commission 
will reimburse the Town of New 
Brockton for any and all monies 
spent on the temporary Sstrip- 
patching, resurfacing, etc. From 
this date forward. 

The mayor also noted in the letter 
to Poole that the above three recom- 
mendations were presented to the 
New Brockton Town Council on 
Monday, April 4, 1994, and they 
were unanimously approved and re- 
corded in the council meeting min- 
utes, 

Also during Monday’s meeting, 
Holley produced a legislative act 
passed by the Alabama Legislature 
on June 29, 1995 and signed by Gov. 
Fob James on July 7, 1995 which re- 
inforces and substantiates the mayor 
and council’s stand on this matter. 

The council approved payment of 
all bills except the $166.26 to the 
county. 

A motion was made and passed 
unanimously by the council that they 
stand firm on their decision that it is 
the county’s responsibility to main- 
tain Co. Rd. 533, and all other 
county roads within the corporate 
limits of New Brockton. 

Mr. Rayfield Reynolds appeared 
before the council seeking their help 
in getting a Peanut Butter Monument 
erected in New Brockton. 

He told members of the council 
that in the 30's, he, along with some 
other individuals, created a number 
one peanut butter.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Ferrin: 


The old saying “if you want your 
horn tooted, toot it yourself” may ap- 
ply here. However, this could be an 
occasion that a superintendent is jus- 
tified in “bragging” on his schools 
and community. We read and hear 
so much about the problems in pub- 
lic schools, Lack of discipline, poor 
test scores, and lack of accountabili- 
ty, are just a few of the criticisms. 
Two recent incidents/occasions have 
happened that encourage me that our 
schools and community have some 
very positive things happening. 

The first involves the recent inci- 
dent that happened at the Eiba/ 
Luverne football game. A student 
athlete from Luverne had an alterca- 
tion with one of the game officials. 
The occasion could have escalated 
into an ugly affair. However, due to 
the “class act” displayed by our stu- 
dents, coaches, administrators, po- 
licemen, and fans, the incident was 
resolved peacefully. Being on the 
field with the coaches and team gave 
me first hand knowledge of how 
well things were handled. Our 
players stayed where they were told 
by our coaches. The coaches escort- 
ed our team and cheerleaders out of 
the stadium and into the locker 
rooms without a hitch. Our police/ 
security controlled the situation in 
the endzone after the game as well 


as any group of officers could. Last, 
but certainly not least, our fans dis- 
played the highest level of class by 
remaining in their seats and proving 
to be the proper hosts we always are. 
As I talked with the team and coach- 
es after the game, I heard not one 
word of complaint, criticism, or ag- 
gression. Outside the locker room 
our fans and parents were concerned 
and supportive, but not one word of 
aggression did I hear. The incident 
was very unfortunate. However, the 
actions I observed restored my faith 
that young people can and will re- 
spond to positive role models and 
good discipline. 

The second occasion involves a 
recent visit to our elementary school 
by a group of teachers and adminis- 
trators from Quitman County Geor- 
gia. Quitman County is considering 
building a new elementary school, 
and asked to visit our facility to 
gather ideas. I am delighted that they 
were so impressed with our facilities 
that they are planning to use our 
plans/drawings as a basis for their 
new school. However, I am more 
proud of the statements made about 
our staff, atmosphere, and students, I 
include a copy of the letter sent to 
me following their visit. 

These two examples don't neces- 
sarily mean that our schools have 
perfect students, teachers, or admin- 
istrators. It doesn’t mean that our

Smart Snacks for 


Preschoolers 

Young children have small appe- 
tiles and may not eat enough at meal 
limes to meet their nutritional needs. 
It’s important to make sure they eat 
a snack both midmoming and mid- 


afternoon. 


Use snacks that are low in sugar. 
Sweetened foods may cause a child 
to lose their appetite for meals later 
on. They may lead to tooth decay 
and add unnecessary calories. 

When choosing snacks, vary se- 
lections from all the major food 
groups. Even young children enjoy 
variety and will quickly tire of the 
same snack every morning, 

Remember to make snacks child- 
sized. How much food a child needs 
depends on age, growth, size, and 
activity, A very active 5 year-old 
will require a larger snack than a 
toddler, 

Children enjoy foods that are 
easy to handle. Make sure their 
snacks are finger foods or are easy 
to pick up and eat. Select colorful 
combinations to attract their interest. 

Here are some snack ideas from 
each of the food groups. 

Milk Group: milk and milk 
drinks, ice cream, pudding, custard, 
yogurt. 

Meat Group: peanut butter sand- 
wich, peanut butter and crackers, 
peanut butter and celery, hard 
cooked eggs, cheese and crackers, 
nuls, 

Vegetable Group: vegetable juic- 
es, celery, carrots. 

Fruit Group: fruit juices, fresh 
fruits, banana sandwich, fruit salad. 

Bread & Cereal Group: saltine 
crackers, graham crackers, popcorn, 
pretzels, pizza, dry cereal, 

Cookies are a popular snack 
choice, The most nutritious are rai- 
sin, Oatmeal, molasses, and peanut 
butter. 

Here are some snack plans that 
might help you add variety to your 
children’s snacks. 

Midmorning: 1/2 cup orange 
juice, 1/2 cup milk, 1/2 slice cinna- 
mon toast, cheese and crackers.

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Elba council terminates police officer

The Elba City Council took ac- 
tion Monday night to fire the police 
officer who had been the subject of 
several executive sessions. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended the council terminate the 
patrolman and after still another ex- 
ecutive session, lasting 35 minutes, 
the mayor asked for a motion to ter- 
minate. He received that motion 
from Council member Gladys Yel- 
verton. When there was no second, 
Haywood passed the gavel and sec- 
onded the motion himself, With no 
further discussion, Officer Dale 
Grimes was terminated on a unan- 
imous vote of the council. Police 
Chief Bruce Peacock was authorized 
to issue a termination letter to the pa- 
trolman, 

In other police business, Peacock 
reported the promotion of four of- 
ficers, Randy White was named as- 
sistant chief; Freddie Hanchey was 
promoted to Captain and named to 
head the three member _in- 
vestigations team; Johnny Senn and 
Doug Wecks were both promoted to 
Sergeant. 

Council member Brad Wilson ex- 
pressed disapproval of having an as- 
sistant chief. He reminded both the 
chief and the mayor that he had op- 
posed any such appointment when 
he first heard it was being con- 
sidered. Wilson said he didn’t feel 
such a small department needed any- 
one with that title. 

Haywood pointed out that was his 
(the chief's) prerogative ...‘‘you 
hired him to run the department.” 
The mayor continued by telling the 
council he had told the new chief to 
realign the department as he saw fit, 
but only the city council could give 
pay increases. 


Council member John W, Sharp- 
less asked about compliance with a 
federal court order (regarding Of- 
ficer Freddie Hanchey), He was as- 
sured the order was being followed. 
Sharpless also expressed concern 
that there were too many people 
shuffling papers and the department 
was top heavy. 

A lengthy discussion then took 
place over placing White on a 
Straight salary, rather than hourly 
pay. Peacock’s argument was that it 
would save the city money. Rather 
than paying the assistant chief time 
and half for overtime, he would be 
on straight time. 

A motion by Sharpless and sec- 
onded by Yelverton, to not make the 
salary change failed on a three-two 
vote, However the mayor noted they 
had spent enough time on that matter 
and no other motion was made, thus 
leaving the salary on an hourly basis, 

The activity report given by Chief 
Peacock revealed the department had 
responded to 474 calls during the 
past two weeks. They had filed 21 
offense reports, including one crim- 
inal arrest. The officers had issued 
five traffic tickets, including one for 
DUI. They had responded to five 
traffic accidents, resulting in no per- 
sonal injuries. 

He also told council members that 
the two trained dmig/crowd control 
dogs would be arriving Friday. Spe- 
cial trainers will stay at least one 
week to insure local officers know 
how to handle the dogs. 

The council approved buying 
three bullet proof vests at $470 each. 
An effort last month to buy a num- 
ber of vests at close-out prices 
failed, because of prior sale. 

The council also approved pur- 
chase of a new radar unit for the new 
police car. Both items repiace like

The city council is required by 
Alabama law to meet twice a month. 
To avoid a meeting during the 
Christmas holidays, the council held 
a second meeting Monday night. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $13,695.42. This in- 
cluded $6,754.52 for vehicle ex- 
pense and repair; $378.50 on chem- 
icals; $1423.94 in supplies and parts 
plus $410.00 for insurance,

A motion by Yelverton to 
promote Hornsby was approved 
unanimously, 

Clark will be interviewing people 
to fill the vacancy left by the re- 
tirement and ceomotion. Applicants 
must have a CDL license, as the po- 
sition requires driving the bus. 

The council approved a 5% pay 
raise for all city employees, effective 
with the first full pay period in Jan- 
uary. Clark noted the budget had the 
pay raise figured into it. 

A one time pay raise of $50 for 
full time employees and $25 for per- 
manent part-time employees was ap- 
proved, It will be paid prior to 
Christmas. This is the same as last 


ear. 

The council officially approved 
the closing of the one block section 
of Academy Street behind the Unit- 
ed Methodist Church. 

They also asked City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan to prepare the paper- 
work to declare city owned property 
at the corner of Newton and Adkin- 
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items destroyed in a wreck. 

A representative of a private am- 
bulance service addressed the coun- 
cil again about the possibility of 
opening a station in Elba

A_ long discussion, involving 
members of the all-volunteer Elba 
Rescue Squad, followed. Ultimately, 
the council agreed to let 911 calls 
continue to go to the rescue squad, 
with them calling for assistance 
when and if they need it,

County Commission appoints PBA board members

Another giant step was taken to- 
ward the construction of a new 
courthouse in Enterprise during 
Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County commission. 

Nine individuals were appointed 
to the Public Building Authority 
(PBA) with each commissioner nom- 
inating a member from his district 
and two at-large members being 
named to the board collectively by 
the commission. 

It was determined, by the com- 
missioners, that the board of direc- 
tors’ terms on the PBA would be 
Staggered at 2, 4 and 6 years. 

After the seven nominations from 
the commissioners were made, and 
who the two at-large members 
would be, all the names were placed 
in a box. The first three names 
drawn were to serve for 6 years, the 
next three for 4 years and the re- 
maining three for 2 years. 

The following is a list of the indi- 
viduals who will serve on the PBA, 
the commissioner nominating them, 
and their term of office, who will 
serve on the PBA: 

*Orie Parrish nominated by Com- 
missioner Jack Hanson, Dist. IV, 
will serve 2 years, 

*Billy G. Mixon nominated by 
Commissioner Bill Faulk, Dist. VII, 
will serve 2 years, 

*Ferrin Cox nominated by Com- 
missioner Robert Stephens, Dist. III, 
will serve 2 years, 

‘Jeff Kelley nominated by Com- 
missioner Wendell Black, Dist. 1, 
will serve 4 years. 

«Dr, Bruce Donaldson nominated 
by Randy Lunsford, Dist. VI, will 
serve 4 years. 


Courts getting tough with past dues

The 12th Judicial Circuit an- 
nounced last Friday, defendants who 
are past due on paying court costs, 
fines, and restitution to victims of 
crime had better pay up. 

Joel Folmar, who is district attor- 
ney for the 12th Judicial Circuit, was 
joined by Presiding Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley in announcing that a 
Cost Recovery Pro is being ini- 
tiated in Coffee and Pike counties, 

“This program will include en- 
forcing the collection of delinquent 
restitution, fines and court costs 
from convicted defendants,” Folmar 
said 


“This program will be a joint effort 


between the District Attomey’s Of- 
fice, the Circuit Clerks’ Offices and 
the Courts of this Circuit.” 

Folmar noted that no additional 
revenues will be required to fund 
this program, since a delinquent as- 
sessment against the defendants will 
finance the enforcement unit, 

The district attorney noted that a 
warning is issued at this time to any- 
one who is delinquent in payment of 
restitution, fines or court costs, and 
are advised to pay up immediately, 

Target date to begin enforcement 
is set for January 1, 1996, At that 
time, defendants who are delinquent 
could be facing jail, Anyone with a 
delinquent payment should report to 
the Circuit Clerks’ Offices immedi- 


udge McAliley signed a court or- 
der directing Circuit Clerks to issue 


a capias warrant for the arrest of any 
defendant in a Circuit Court case or 
a District Court case who the clerks 
determine owes a fine, costs or resti- 
tution and has not made a payment 
within a 90-day period. 

“For many years, in the past, the 
judicial system has focused on pro- 
tecting the rights of the accused,” 
said McAliley, “It’s well past ime 
that we shift the spotlight of justice 
over to protecting the rights of the 
victims that have been so many 
years forgotten,” 

District Attorney Folmar thanked 
Senator Dwight Adams, Senator 
Wendell Mitchell, Representative 
Garreth Moore, and Representative 
Steve Flowers for providing the leg- 
islation to be used as a tool in seeing 
that victims are restituted due losses 
they incurred as victims of crime.

Prior to approving the nomina- 
tions to the board of directors of the 
PBA, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens raised the question as to 
whether or not the proper paperwork 
had been filed by the three petition- 
ers. Approval to incorporate the 
PBA was given to them at a previous 
commission meeting, 

None of the three indtviduals, nor 
their representative, were present in 
Monday’s meeting to answer Ste- 
phens’ question. 

However, Commissioner Brooks 
stated that he understood the neces- 
sary documents to obtain the charter 
were being filed by an attomey, on 
behalf of the three individuals, 

Tuming to other matters, the 
commissioners heard from three of 
the county’s poultry growers. 

Celia English told commissioners 
that she just wanted to make them 
aware of a problem between some of 
the roars and ConAgra. 

he said, “Many folks not in- 


volved in the poultry industry may 
not understand the whole picture that 
ConAgra is imposing on our com- 
munity by introducing a totally re- 
strictive contract which includes ar- 
bitration.” 

English went on to say that she, 
and many others, felt that they were 
being treated unfairly by the supplier 
and presented a packet of informa- 
tion to each of the commissioners for 
them to study. 

In closing, she said, “We also ask 
you to take another look at the adval- 
orem tax exempt status that you gave 


ConAgra, and possibly rescind that 
privilege, should we lose our farms.” 

Sam and Nadine Farris echoed 
English’s presentation to the com- 
mission. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens thanked the group for com- 
ing and assured English that he 
would review the information given 
to him, and that he felt sure that the 
other commissioners would too.
